The petitioners state that they own all of the land immediately 
adjacent to this unopened and unimproved right-of-way. They are 
proposing a duplex subdivision on the land to the immediate 
north, and see a potential for the eventual development of the 
lots that they own in Lake Shores Addition. The vacation of this 
right-of-way would accomplish two of the developers goals. 
First, the ground, when added to their existing holdings, would 
give them a larger total area for development in the existing 
subdivision, and secondly, the vacation would eliminate the 
potential for a street connection into the proposed duplex 
subdivision. 


Apparently the petitioners have meet with representatives of the 
neighborhood association regarding their proposed subdivision, 
and Professional Office District. One of the concerns voiced by 
the residents appears to be the potential of this street 
connection. It is our understanding that this connection is not 
being encouraged by the neighborhood. 


It does not appear that this particular portion of right-of-way 
is necessary as an ingress or egress to any other properties, nor 
does it appear that its vacation would in any way hinder access 
to other public lands or ways.
